DR. McCOY OUTLINES WHOLESOME EGG 
RECIPES 

When cooking eggs, the best plan is to cook ther 
under a low flame, as they are more easily digested 
when partially cooked, and are hard to digest when 
cooked with a great deal of heat. Eggs are whole- 
some if prepared in any manner except by frying 
rhey are more dificult to digest when fried in an) 


kind of grease . 

Coddied eggs are prepared by placing the un. 
broken eggs in a deep pan which is not standing 
over the fire, pouring over them boiling hot water 
and allowing to stand five to ten minutes. If one 
quart of boiling water is used to cach egg, eight 
minutes will be about the proper length of time 
Use the egg at once 

French omelet is prepared by beating together 
one egg with two ounces of milk and cooking slowly 
in a dry pan, to which grease has not been added 
The mixture of milk and eggs must be. stirred con- 
stantly so that it will not stick to the pan. It 
will gradually assume a jelly-like consistency and 
should be taken from the pan at that time. Serve 
in egg cups or by pouring over Melba toast 


Poached eggs may be prepared by cooking 
plain water or milk. Use about four ounces of milk 
to each egg. After the cooking has continued ove: 
the fire for two or three minutes, put the pan 
under the broiler so that the heat from the broiler 
will cook the eggs and milk on top. Serve by 
pouring over Melba toast, adding butter and salt 
as desired 

Escalloped celery is made by thoroughly wash- 
ing a bunch of celery and cutting the stalks into 
half inch lengths. Cook in a small amount of water 
for about 15 minutes. Remove from fire and add 
a cup of milk, 4 tablespoonsful of Melba toast 
crumbs and two whole beaten eggs. Place a mix- 
of Melba toast crumbs in the bottom of a 
add celery mixture and cover with the 
bs.

Salad with egg: Chop one cup of celery fine, add 
one cucumber cut in small pieces, enough parsley 
to flavor and then add one minced hard-boiled egg 
Cup Custard: Beat three whole eggs and add a 
cup and a half of sweet milk, a cup and a half of 
seedless raisins and a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. 
Pour into custard cups, being careful to distribute 
the raisins evenly. Place the cups in a shallow pan 
of hot water and bake in a moderate oven until 
custards are slightly brown on top. You will find 


that the raisins make the custard sweet enough 
without adding sugar or honey. Serve with a little 
plain or whipped cream if desired. Sufficient for

In Cooking Fish 
Of Great Import 


Authority States Salt and 


' Lemon Juice Used to 


Advantage 
By MRS. EVELENE SPENCER

OTTAWA, April 26.—Salt and 
lemon juice are the two greatest 
miracle workers in the seasoning of 
fish dishes. Worcester and anchovy 
sauce and tomato or mushroom cat- 
sup are also good condiments with 
fish. For a fish salad, finely mine- 
ed parsley, dill pickle, raw onions 
tnd capers, with plenty of lemen 
sauce, add flavor and relish ond a 
titillotion to one’s sense of taste. In 
the case of a fish entree or sauce, 
good butter, eggs and cream, of 
course, add richness 

The line of demarcation between 
skilled and unskilled cooks often 
lies in their use of seasoning alone 
The unskilled cook may produce 4 
dish very attractive to the ere 
either with a nicely browned sur- 
face or an artistic garnish, and if 
it were only a matter of appearance 
it might pass muster. Food, how- 
ever, is cooked to be caten, not as a 
show object, and I know of nec 
other meat stuff which cana be 
made or marred in the cooking and | 
seasoning as fish can be. Fish pre- | 
pared without salt in the cocking | 
will be flat ana insipid. When it | 
ecmes to fish salads or entree dishes 
made from leftover fish, they are 
made or ruined by the seasoning 
aicne 

But there is no royal road to right 
seasoning. It takes experience and 
juégment to get the right amount-—j 
no more, no less. If the dish is a 
mixture like a salad or an entree, 
the seasonings must be carefully 
added and blended with frequ 
tasting.
